ready has warned three N. T. W. 
U. organizers never to set foot 
again on Gaston county soil. The 
three men were itidnapped from 
a boarding house here Monday 
and one of them was taken to a 
nearby county and severely flogg- 
ed. 


The Gastonia Gazette, the only 


newspaper in Gaston-co, has warn- 
ed the left wing labor 
element 


that if they attempt to stage to- 
day's scheduled rally* 1 hey will be 
doing so at their own risk. The 
authorities were frankly alarmed 
and dared not hazard a guess as 
to what the day's developments 
will be.
